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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the apphcant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
Stales and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 18-19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being e by Nakamura et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,411,273). 

As to claims 18, 22, Nakamura discloses a display panel (Fig. 9) which is formed on a 
glass substrate (100, Fig. 9), and a plurality of display driver (104, 108) which are mounted on 
the glass substrate and drive the display panel, wherein each of the display drivers includes a 
voltage-follower-type operational amplifier circuit (11, Fig, 1 1) which generate driving voltage 
for driving the display panel based on a power source voltage (e.g. VH, VL, Fig. 1 1) supplied 
through an interconnecting line (113) formed on the glass substrate (100, see Fig. 1 1), wherein 
the voltage supplied through the interconnecting line is gray scale driving voltage, and 
impedance conversion (1 12a-l 12g, Fig. 1 1) is performed at each of the display driver. 
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Nakamura also discloses that the interconnecting Hne which is supplied to another semiconductor 
device (e.g. 105) mounted on the glass substrate (100) as require in claim 22. 

As to claim 19, Nakamura discloses the display panel is an active matrix panel (see Fig. 

9) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-3, 6-7 and 9-17 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 18, 19 and 22 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
